Dear Mr. Hasbrouck: 

This is our fifth interim response to your amended Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) to the 
Department of Homeland Security (DHS), dated and received by this office on January 21, 2016. 
On August 5, 2016, we notified you that a search for records in the Office of the Chief 
Information Officer (CIO) for emails sent to and from the email account associated for the Real 
ID program, which is OSIIS@hq.dhs.gov , would be conducted to further process your request. 

For this production, DHS reviewed 687 pages. After review, DHS has determined that 18 
pages are releasable in their entirety and 669 pages are partially releasable pursuant to Title 5 
U.S.C. § 552 (b)(6), FOIA Exemption 6. 

Enclosed are 687 pages with certain information withheld as described below: 

FOIA Exemption 6 exempts from disclosure personnel or medical files and similar files the 
release of which would cause a clearly unwarranted invasion of personal privacy. This requires a 
balancing of the public’s right to disclosure against the individual’s right to privacy. The privacy 
interests of the individuals in the records you have requested outweigh any minimal public 
interest in disclosure of the information. Any private interest you may have in that information 
does not factor into the aforementioned balancing test. 

You have a right to appeal the above withholding determination. Should you wish to do so, you 
must send your appeal and a copy of this letter, within 90 days of the date of this letter, to: 
Privacy Office, Attn: FOIA Appeals, U.S. Department of Homeland Security, 2707 Martin 
Luther King Jr. Avenue, SE, Mail Stop 0655, Washington, D.C. 20528-0655, following the 
procedures outlined in the DHS regulations at 6 C.F.R. § 5.9. Your envelope and letter should 
be marked “FOIA Appeal.”
